ARMY DIVISIONS ORDERED OUT

Two army divisions have now been ordered to the disaffflotpri

Special guards of Manchus have been placed about the palace

FLEET ORDERED TO RIVER

The government has issued orders for the entire Chinese fleet
of gunboats to proceed to the Yangtse Kiang River to patrol the
district and subdue the rebels on the rivers banks

It is reported here that all foreigners are safe
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
